In the case of Dayton against Walsh, 
the Court, in stating tbs fac’i and in a p ­ 
ply inc the law,says: 
“A married women 
having at the time no separate estate, pur­ 
chased a farm of a stranger entirely on 
credit, giving her notes for the price, se­ 
cured by mortgage ot the property. 
lier 
husband lived with her on the 
farm 
ami controlled the farm labor, carrying on 
the busmen rn her own name ai her agent, 
without auy agreement es to compenration 
for such Bervie i ; and iroui the pr< ^eeds of 
the crops raised on the farm, she paid one 
year's inter' it on the purchase money, and 
a cert .in amount of the principal. 
The 
purchase w» * made in good faith, and not 
ei a means of placing the husband’s prop­ 
erty beyond the reach of b's cr' lltors.” The

S t. L ouis, Oct. I —The belief is now 
general that the balloon “Pathfinder” with 
iti occupants, has met some serious mis­ 
fortune. Not a word has been heard from 
the voyagers, but it seems reasonably 
certain that they passed out over Lake 
Michigan at a point not far below Chicago. 
The statement of the telegraph operator at 
Miller Station, on the Michigan Southern 
Road, that ho saw a balloon about ll 
o'clock Sunday night prised over that 
place, is borne out, first, by the fact that 
the balloon .moved very rapidly in that 
direction when it started from here at 5 
o’clt ck Sunday afternoon, and again by 
the statement of a farmer named ilorson, 
who lives near Girard, Macoupin county, 
Iliiuo:s. The latter did not sec any balloon, 
but on Monday morning he iound large 
numbers of advertising circulars, such as 
the aeronaut .took with them, scattered 
over h ‘s fields in a line ifrom southwest to 
northeast, showing that the balloon passed 
in that direction during the night. 
In order to reach Miller Station by l l 
o’clock, the balloon must have made about 
forty-five miles an hour and this is not 
improbable, lf ary judgment can ba tunned 
irom the rate at which it sorted. 
The two men had with them scarcely 
enough provisions to last forty hours, and 
ii it be tnat they have land'd in the Mich 
igan pineries remote from civilization or 
telegraph they are not improbably suffer­ 
ing from hunger ere this.

F urther 
lief ail* o f Vla.lor Thorn* 
burgh** F igh t w ith the I le Indian*. 


R a w l i n s , Wy. T.. October I —The fol­ 
lowing particulars were obtained Irom the 
courier who brought the dispatches from 
Captain Payne after the fight: 
Major Thornburgh’s expedition against 
the hostile Ute Indians, when within sev­ 
enty miles of the agency, halted for the 
night of tho 20th inst., and tho Major sent 
Gratton Lowry, one ot his scouts, to the 
agency to communicate with Agent Meek­ 
er, and to see how matters stood. 
Ho 
found the utmost excitement and confusion 
prevailing. The Indians had sent ail their 
old men, women and children south, to ­ 
wards tho Blue River, the warriors were 
painted and decorated iu the usual war 
style. They were about to murder Mr. 
Meeker, bat Mr. Lowry prevail I on 
them 
not to 
commit 
the 
deed. 
Mr Meeker told Lowry that he attempted 
to leave the ,agency with his family bot 
was prevented by the Indians; that they 
(the indians) signified tncir readiness for 
war, and seemed anxious tor the approach 
of the troops. They then made another 
move to kill Meeker and fire the buildings, 
but were a second time prevailed upon to 
desist. Lowry now Attempted to return to 
the command, but altet giving them a 
number of assurances of his peaceable mis­ 
sion, he was allowed to depart, but was 
accompanied by about thirty warriors, 
who rode with him a number ut miles aud 
then 
left 
him. 
Lowry 
arrived 
at the command near Milk Creek, on the 
evening oi the 27th, and give Maj »r Thorn­ 
burgh the above information. 
The next 
morning, September 29, the command ad­ 
vanced under the guidance of Joe Rankin, 
who is well acquainted with the country. 
About 9 o’clock a. rn. Rankin discovered 
fresh Indian signs, and having arrived at a 
canon through which the road parsed, and 
which would afford an excellent opportu­ 
nity lor ambush, he led the command oyer 
the hills over an old trail well known to 
him. By this movement he saved the 
lives of the command, for on arriving on 
the top of the hill he discovered the indi - 
diana in ambush on either side of the can­ 
on through which the road passed. 
Thornburgh formed his men in line and 
awaited the 
coming 
attack. Ile 
was 
repeatedly urged to lire on the Indians, 
but persistently refused to do so, saying 
that his orders would not justily an attack. 
Two Indians now rode up to within a 
hundred yards, demounted, sud with a

O ffic e r. H i l l e d b y t h e I n d ia n * . 


W a sh in g to n, Oct. I —Major Thornburg, 
who wa9 killed on Monday by the Ute In ­ 
dians, wa9 a brother of ex Congressman 
Thornburg, of Tennessee. Ile was com­ 
paratively a young man, having graduated 
at the West Point Military Academy in 
1803. 
He was sti.l Lieutenant in 1875, 
when at the request ut his brother, Presi­ 
dent Grant made him a Paymaster and 
Major. Not luting staff duty, he succeeded, 
about 
a year ago, in exchanging with 
Major Thomas, ot the Fourth Infantry, 
aud has seen a great deal of active service, 
and has gained the respect and admiration 
ol the department.

Tho girl was a Vir­ 
ginian, of that simple laith which dis­ 
believes in strife and bloodshed, and her 
name was Rebecca. It was another “Re 
bocca at the well,” with the difference that 
she drew out of tho glib-tongucd officer 
tho number and position of General Early’ 
army, their intrcnchments and batteries 
on the Oppequan, sod what troops had 
been withdrawn. This was done in the 
most natural manner possible, for to know 
these things was interesting, and she bac 
no idea of making history or becoming 
heroine, for the two had met only a few 
evenings previous at a social gathering 
when ho sought an Introduction and the 
privilege of calling upon her.

Wednesday night he had told so much 
that he had placed the fortune of his com 
inand into the keeping of Rebecca. 
On the following Friday, while sitting on 
the same porch, she heard a bird-call, low 
and tremulous, in the shrubbery of the 
awn. She answered It by clapping her 
hands softly, when a man as black as the 
shadows she sat in came up, and, taking 
something out of his mouth, handed it to 
her and vanisfied into the night. Speed­ 
ing up to her chamber, she found the gift 
to be a small roll of lead foil, such as is 
wrapped about various articles, among 
others, chewing tobacco. Careiully un­ 
rolling it, a small bit of soft paper was 
within, on which was written: 
•‘Have you any definite Information of the 
forces and position of General (Earlyt If so, 
transm it by bearer. 
S heridan. 
How strange is destiny! She alone of the 
l ew I aion loving souls in Winchester 
knew what the barraged cavalry officer 
desired. To put the information down and 
roll it into the same receptacle did not re­ 
quire many moments, when she again ap­ 
peared upon 
tho 
porch clapping her 
hands. The slave seemed to rise up out oi 
the earth. 
He hastily placed the tiny 
package in his month,and, without a word 
or gesture, disappeared. 
Betore daylight, on the night ot the 19th 
of September 1801, the Confederate pick­ 
ets were charged on the Oppequam, and 
Sheridan moved like au avalanche upon 
Winchester. A terrible contest followed, 
the two armies advancing and retreating 
like the surging billows ot the ocean. The 
battle never ceased until sundown, leaving 
Sheridan the victor of the battle of the 
Oppequam 
A series of disasters pursued 
Early, and on the 19th 
of 
October 
—a month later—was fought the memora­ 
ble bittlo of Winchester, which brought 
peace to the Valley oi the Shenandoah. I 
talked with the gentle Quaker lady yester­ 
day. She said she was unconscious of 
doing anything oi moment at tho time. 
She had known General Crook, of General 
Sheridan’s Staff', and during the brie! occu­ 
pancy of Winchester by the Union troops 
bad said to him, if he ever saw a way that 
she could serve the Union cauje, to com­ 
mand her; and he had mentioned ber name 
to General Sheridan. 
She showed me an 
elegant watch, a souvenir of tho event, a 
gilt from General Sheridan. On the inside 
la engraved:

A city named alter a Fkiladnlpliinn lins 
been established in Minnesota. 
About 
40,000 acres of land, or sixty-two square 
miles, in the great Northwest are owned 
by Mr. Charlemagne, Tower, of this city. 
This gentleman is a heavy stockholder in 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, and for 
years has been adductor of that c irpora- 
tion. His residence here dates back only 
a tow years, but he has been a Pennsyl­ 
vanian away back in the far past, coming in 
his younger days from Oneida county N 
Y., and settling in Schuylkill county, where 
he is heavily interested In coni lands, and 
has other investments in that rogion. 
Some tune ago, between tho years of 1873 
and 1670, he purchased large tracts of land 
in Minnesota and Dakota, on the line of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad. Recently 
he disposed of a section comprising over 
000 acres to Mr Geo. E Ellsbury, of Winona, 
Mina. This tract was in Lass county, 
Dakota, soon after obtaining possesion of 
it the purchaser started a town, and named 
it in honor of the man who is as well known 
in the West as in theE ist. Tower City is 
of recent birth, but has a number of houses, 
a church, a tavern and a newspaper. These 
three compose excellent ground-work to 
start a city upon. 
“ When I sold 
the land I had no idea 
the town was to be named after me,” said 
Mr Tower, in explaining the sale. “I do 
not desire to bo paraded beiore the public; 
1 arn but a humble citizen. 
On the 4th of March, 187G, Mr Tower 
added to hi9 real estate posesions and pur­ 
chased two other tracts pay ing for one $87,- 
890,and for the othe^$06,130. The most of 
this is in the vicinity of Tower City, but a 
portion is in Barnes county. The new 
town is thirty-tiye miles west of Fargo.
